WAY PUTS 
FARM LABOR 
BILL IN HOPPER 


SACRAMENTO — Senator 
Howard Way, Tulare county, 
has: introduced comprehensive 
farm labor legislation that he 
believes would bring stability to 
Californa’s agricultural 
community by establishing 
collective bargaining procedures. 

“My. bill borrows heavily 
Labor 


is a sincere attempt to protect 
the interests of both farm 
workers and employers. It is 
neither a grower nor a labor bill 
and should not’ be labeled as 
such.” 

Among its key provisions the 
Way bill: 1. Recognizes the 
inherent right of farm workers 
conduct secret 
ballot elections, and bargain 
collectively; 2. Establishes 
employer-management rights 
consistent with ownership; 3. 
Defines unfair labor practices 
and provides remedies for their 
violation; 4. Establishes an 
Agricultural Labor Relations 
board with broad supervisory, 
investigatory and 
decision-making authority; and 
5. Eliminates the secondary 
boycott. 

Way noted that the 
Legislature would have several 
farm labor bills to choose from

be no. news to our readers 
‘that this writer is opposed to wage 
id price controls. We believe that re- 
n of a controls program 
Id have devastating effects on 
yes for future economic growth and 

‘stability. We are discovering, 
: ver, that some readers—even 
“those who agree as to the undesir- 
ability of a return to controls—believe 
that our writings in that vein are 
‘Ta an academic exercise. In the 
‘present political atmosphere, it is said, 
_controls have become inevitable. There 
is no use debating whether controls are 
good or bad; all we can do is prepare 
* ourselves for living under them. 

In our opinion, that kind of politi- 
cal fatalism is mistaken. Obviously, 
we cannot give any guarantees that 
‘controls will not be reimposed. If cer- 
tainty on that score were possible, that 
too would be a good reason not to 
bother writing on the subject—there 
is no use beating a dead horse. It is 
because there is uncertainty as to 
whether the nation will or will not 
return to controls in the coming months 
that the issue is worth discussing. 

We will go beyond that and venture 
the opinion that, for at least the com- 
ing session of Congress, the odds. are 
against the restoration of a compre- 
hensive wage-price control system. 


True, the general public is now over- 
whelmingly in favor of wage and price 
controls. That is well established by 
opinion polls, and it is not at all sur- 
prising. When inflation is rampant, the 
public is prone to take a simplistic 
view of the way it may be stopped. 
As the man in thé street sees it, if the 
price level is rising, why doesn’t the 
government simply step in with legisla- 
tion and regulation that forbids prices 
to rise? What. could be simpier and 
what are we waiting for? 

Does it then follow that. elected offi- 
cials, who must regularly return to 
the public for reelection, will inevita- 
bly bow: to the wishes of their con- 
stituency and restore controls prompt- 
ly? The answer is “not necessarily,”

since there are other forces to be 
reckoned with. 

. Public support for controls is sup- 
port for the controls idea in the ab- 
stract. It is always strongest when con- 
trols are not in effect. When controls 
are in effect, no one is ever happy for 
very long with the particular controls 
program they have to live with. Equity 
is always stated as the key objective 
of ‘the controls system, but there is 
never agreement as to what constitutes 
equity. The universal experience with 
controls is that, not immediately but 
after an interval, every segment of the 
population comes to feel that the pro- 
gram is biased against them. 

It may be irrelevant to point out that 
controls have always been an economic 
failure. But it is certainly relevant to 
observe that controls have also proved, 
eventually, to be a political failure in 
every instance. Politicians who have 
been identified with controls will, at 
that point, find it a liability. 

One can observe a fairly regular 
cycle in the public attitude toward con- 
trols between the time they are im- 
posed and the time they are abandoned. 
This is clearly illustrated in the 1971- 
1974 experience, but it is also evident 
in other controls episodes here and 
abroad. At the beginning, when con- 
trols are first imposed, they enjoy uni- 
versal acclaim and support. After about 
a year that support has begun to erode. 
After about two years the controls pro-

A COUPLE of days later, 
word came through channels

gram has lost practically all public 
support. Consumers, labor, and busi- 
nessmen are by that time all opposed 
to the control effort, although for dif- 
ferent and jicting reasons. 

The point is that, if a new control 
effort is mounted within the next few 
months, the public is likely to approve 
strongly for, say, the rest of this year. 
But elected officials will have no op- 
portunity to profit from that public 
approval, since there is no national 
election this year. By the time the next 
national election comes, almost two 
years from now, the controls program 
will have had time to fall apart and 
general public approval may well have 
been replaced by general public resent- 
ment. At least, the risk of this is great 
enough to give government officials 
pause. - 

Of course, elected officials are not 
likely to describe the situation that way 
in their public statements. But we be- 
lieve that enough of them are aware 
of the danger to give us hope that gov- 
ernment actions regarding controls will 
not be as bad as the speeches of public 
Officials on the same subject. 


All this might lead to the thought 
that, even if we are safe against con- 
trols in 1975, 1976 will be the really 
dangerous period. Controls instituted 
during the latter year might still en- 
joy public acclaim on election day and 
hence might seem a wise political move. 
But here the economic cycle may come 
to our rescue. The prospects are that 
between now and 1976 the economy 
will be softening. With a softer econ- 
omy, the rate of inflation will surely 
be greatly reduced from the two-digit 
rates of recent experience. It will ap- 
pear that substantial progress is being 
made against inflation and the public 
clamor for controls will be moderated. 

To those who agree that controls 
are an economic abomination our mes- 
sage is: be of good cheer, all is not 
lost. In the fight against controls this 
is not a time for complacency but 
neither is it a time for defeatism. There 
are some real advantages on our side.

OBVIOUSLY, UFW is taking 
credit for the SUA program, 
even though this program is 
provided through the federal 
government with public funds 
and is administered by the state 
government... But when UFW 
can demand and get desk space 
in a state office building and 
“take a hand” in assisting with 
administering public funds, 
maybe they really have won “‘a 
great victory.” 

MEANWHILE, HOWEVER, 
the Teamsters justifiably got 
into the act. If UFW has desk 
space in the EDD office, then 
the Teamsters could not, of 
course, be refused. They were 
not refused. So now two unions 
have -moved into the Porterville 
office of EDD. 

WE PROTEST this situation. 
We are not at this point arguing 
the pros and cons of union 
representation among farm 
workers nor the pros and cons of 
payment of unemployment 
insurance to agricultural 
workers. 

WE PROTEST the movement 
of private individuals into a 
public office on a semi-official 
basis, regardless of whether 
those individuals represent 
unions, farmers, businessmen, or 
any other special interest 
organizations.

STATE COTTON HITS RECORD 


SACRAMENTO — California cotton production in. 1Y74 is 
estimated at 2,550,000 bales of upland and 300 bales of 
American-Pima, according to the California Crop and Livestock 
Reporting service. 

Production at this level is a new record high, 32 percent above the 
previous record in 1960. Yield of lint per acre is estimated. at 989 
pounds for the 1974 crop compared to 892 pounds for the 1973 
crop. 

Very little acreage remains to be picked in the San Joaquin valley 
and harvest is about 90 percent complete in the desert areas. 

Production for the total 1974 crop in the United States is 
expected to be 11,701,800 bales, about 10 percent below the 1973 
crop of 12,974,000 bales.

Coiety Farmers Urged To Complete 
Census Of Agriculture Without Delay 


By Curtis D. Lynn 
County Extension Director 


VISALIA — The 1974 Census 
of Agriculture presently being 
conducted by the Bureau of the 
Census will bring up-to-date 
farm statistics collected for the 
year 1969 when the last farm 
census was taken. 

Cooperation from every farm 
and ranch operator is needed in 
order to -insure an accurate 
measurement of changes in the 
county. Farm business records 
are to be used in filling out the 
report form, but when records 
are not available, reasonable 
estimates are fully acceptable. 

The Census bureau must have 
a good report from each 
operator if county records are to 
be complete and accurate. The 
report forms (questionnaires), 
mailed out in early January 
should be filled out and mailed 
back as early as possible. 

Nothing is revealed in the 
published~ reports that might 
disclose information about an 
individual operator. The data are 
combined into county and state 
totals that provide benchmarks 
for keeping up with changes in 
farming. The Census of 
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Agriculture, taken every five 
years, is the only “source 
statistics on agriculture that are 
comparable, county by county 
on a nationwide basis. 

The 1969 census counted — 
5,725 farms in Tulare county: 
4,424 reported selling $2,500 or - 
more of agricultural products. 
and 1,207 reported sales of 
$40,000 or more. The farm. 
market value of agricultural 
products sold in 1969 amounted ~ 
to $258 million, an arn of 
$45, 098 per farm.

SACRAMENTO -— Statewide 
ri of projects to bring 
needed supplemental water to 
the San Joaquin Valley East Side 
was asked by Visalia Water 
authority, James F. Sorensen, at 
a hearing of the California 
Senate Committee on 
Agriculture and Water 
Resources. 

The hearing was called by 


Howard Way, of Exeter,. 


committee chairman, to update 
all reports on the California 
water situation. 

Sorensen asked for 
committee leadership in securing 
support for simultaneous 
congressional authorization of 
the Mid-Valley canal, the 
Peripheral canal, and ‘other 
conveyance facilities and 
conservation and storage 
projects. 

He stated that valley water 
needs have continued to increase 
steadily since present federal and 
state import facilities were built. 

Sharp population gains and 
intensified agricultural 
production from five million 
acres have resulted in an 
overdraft of 1% million acre feet 
of water per year - a condition 


which courts disaster even at. 


present levels of production, 
Sorensen emphasized. 

Another three million acres 
of valley land are available for 
stepped up production to help 
meet acute world food shortages 
if enough additional water can 
be imported to supplement local 
supplies, he added. 

The Peripheral canal around 
the Delta is a planned unit of the 
California water program, while 
the proposed Mid-Valley canal 
would transport water from the 
California aqueduct across the 
valley to partially offset the East 
Side overdraft problem. 
Authorization by Congress for 
federal participation requires 
broad support from the state 
administration, legislature and 
local agencies, Sorensen stated. 

In addition to restoring 
falling water tables, Sorensen 
said imported water is required 
to eliminate serious. problems of 
land surface subsidence and 
deterioration of groundwater 
quality. He pointed out local 
supplies of water now are almost 
fully developed and waste waters

SACRAMENTO — “When 
you ~get through the smoke 
screen, Governor Brown’s state 
budget is nearly 10 percent 
higher than last year’s,” says 
Senator Dennis E. Carpenter.

Senator Carpenter, 
Republican Caucus chairman 
and member of the Finance 
committee, says, “The most 
important area is the general 
fund, directly supported by 
taxpayers. General fund 
spending is budgeted for $822.3 
million .more than will be 
actually spent in the current 
fiscal year. 

**$46.8 million for state 
salary increases and $26.7

outlay funds were carried 
forward from 1973-74. 
Subtracting these amounts from 
the 1974-75 base results in the 
increase of $822.3 million for 
1975-76 which, according to 
Legislative Analyst A. Alan Post, 
‘is a more accurate measure’ and 
on this basis the increase is 9.8 
percent.

Crop Service 
Estimates Citrus 
Damage In State 


SACRAMENTO — From 20 
to 33 percent of the citrus crop 
that remained on trees in the 
San Joaquin and Sacramento 
valleys may have been damaged 
by cold weather during 
December and January, but 
selective picking and grade-out 
should assure high quality fruit 
for the fresh market. 

This is the opinion from the 
California Crop and Livestock 
Reporting service as of 
mid-January. 

The report states that about 


20 percent of the crop had been — 


picked prior to the freeze; that 
most damage appears to be in 
quality; and that while some 
fruit has been lost, most can be 
salvaged for by-products. 

Damage to citrus in southern 
California appears slight, 
although some drop and scarring 
of fruit resulted from high 
winds.
